DANES VOTE 0 SELL

Women for First Time Exercise 
the Right of Suffrage; the 
_ Matter is Up to Riksdag 


Copenhagen.—The plebiscite held 
December 14 on the question of the 
sale of the Danish West Indies to the 
United States resulted in 283,000 votes 
cast in favor of the sale and 157,000 
against such action. The referendum 
was preceded by a week of excited 
electioneering. 

It was the first time, according to 
the new constitution, that women 
exercised suffrage. At all the voting 
precincts there were numerous 
women, who seemed to take a great 
interest in the Balloting. 

The endorsement by popular vote 
in Denmark of the proposal to sell 
the Danish West Indies to the 
United States means that the matter 
will now be taken up by the Riks- 
dag, the Danish Parliament. A 
treaty for the sale of the islands 
was concluded between the United 
States and Denmark in New York on 
August 5 of this year, the purchase 
price being fixed at $25,000,000. 
The treaty was ratified by the 
United States Senate on September 7. 


SHANAHAN ASKS FOR 
INCREASE IN THE MINT 


Washington.—Director of the Mint 
Shanahan at San Francisco has 
asked California congressmen and 
the treasury for increases in appro- 
priations for the mint, the total sum 
desired being $254,500, divided as 
follows:

$70,000.

General Nivelle December 15 smashed 
the German line east of the Meuse 
along a front of six miles. The 
victory advanced the French posi- 
tion two miles and they are now 
within a short distance of where the 
Germans stood at the outset of the 
great Verdun drive. The military 
authorities describe the victory as 
cotmplete and crushing and carried 
out without a hitch. 

’ Since his last great stroke, when 
the blood-soaked ruins of Fort Vaux 
and Douamont fell once more into 
the hands of Verdun’s defenders, 
General Nivelle has been quietly 
preparing to push his advantage by 
an attack on a larger scale. Men 
and guns had been assembled, shells 
piled and everything was in readi- 
ness for the moment when the gen- 
eral should see his opportunity. Then 
the blow fell like a thunderbolt. A 
terrific artillery preparation flat- 
tened the German defenses, then the 
guns were elevated and threw a 
curtain of steel, behind which the 
infantry from every trench from 
Pepper hill -to beyond Damloup 
dashed forward, on an enemy siill 
stunned by the bombardment. 

In places the Germans gallantly 
strove to hold their ground, but Gen- 
eral Nivelle’s dispositions were so 
well made that they were generally 
powerless to stem, even momenta- 
rily, the tide. . 

It was wet and misty and the 
French officers believe that this fact 
undoubtedly led the Germans to mis- 
calculate the probability of attack. 
The large number of prisoners, ac- 
cording to latest advices nearly 
9000, is an indication of the sur- 
prise nature of the onset. 

The news of the victory was -re- 
ceived in Paris with enthusiasm as a 
welcome relief to the gloomy tidings 
from. Rumania. General Nivelle is 
the man of the hour. His latest 
achievement justifies, it. is felt, his 
choice as commander-in-chief and 
augurs well for the future.

Howard Gray, or Howard Weeks, 
as he was known, was not killed in 
the door yard of his home near Par- 
ral.

SURFMAN PUTS LIFE 
LINE ABOARD DIVER 


Exhausted Crew of H-3 Unable 
to Make Rope Fast When 
Shot From the Shore 


Eureka.—After nine hours of terri- 
fying uncertainty, two officers and 
twenty-four members of the crew of 
the submarine H-3, United States 
Navy, were landed safely on the 
beach December i4. The submarine 
drove ashore in a dense fog early 
Thursday morning, December 14, 
across the bay from Enreka. Rolling 
at the mercy of the seas, the fate of 
the diver now rests with the temper 
of Neptune. The H-3, accompanied 
by the H-1 and H-2 and the tender 
Cheyenne, were bound from Bremer- 
ton for San Francisco, via ports. 

To the indomitable courage of Surf- 
man Oscar Swanson of the Humboldt 
bay coast guard service the crew of 
the H-3 probably owe their lives. 

After the submarine had been 
tossed, helpless, by the breakers from 
about 8 o'clock in the morning, 
shortly before 5 o’clock* Surfman 
Swanson boarded the H-8, having 
been picked on account of his steady 
nerve and great strength, made fast 
a line after one had parted, entering 


the conning tower and arranged the 
rescue. 


CALIFORNIA GUARDSMEN 
ENTITLED TO ALLOWANCE 


Washington.—California National 
Guardsmen who were entitled to 
make application for allowances for 
their dependent families up to $50 a 
month while on border service, and 
who did not do so, can now make 
application for such allowances, de- 
spite the fact’ that they have re- 
turned to California. 

This ruling was made by the War 
Department in response to a re 
quest of Representative Curry. 

Nearly a hundred members of the 


Second California Infantry, mostly 
living in Sacramento, are entitled to 
the allowance, based on the length 
of their service on the border.

Washington.—The joint congres- 
sional railroad investigating commis- 
sion decided December 15 to ask 
Congress to extend the time for com- 
pleting its work from January 1, 
1917, to January 1, 1918.

BUZEU FALLS TO TEUTONS; 
4,000 PRISONERS TAKEN 

Buzeu has fallen to the Germans. 
Four thousand additional prisoners 
have been taken. On a front of 82 
miles from Buzeu to Cernawoda the 
armies of General von Falkenhayn 
and Field Marshal von Mackensen 
are sweeping irresistibly toward 
Moldavia. Another large Bulgarian 
force has crossed the Danube at Cer- 
nawoda. The Russo-Rumanian army 
in the Dobrudja has evacuated its 
position north of the Cernawoda- 
Constanza line and is being pursued 
northward into the Danube swamps 
below Bessarabia. The Rumanian re- 
treat north of the Jalomita river and 
around Buzeu is admitted by the 
Russian war office. 

These are the outstanding features 
of the last thirty hours’ developments 
in the final phase of the Rumanian 
campaign as reported by official ac- 
counts December 15. 

“The (Teutonic) allies” announced 
Berlin, “under the most unfavorable 
weather conditions are rivaling each 
other on the plain to prevent the en- 
emy from getting any further rest on 
the march.” 

It is added that the positions of the 
Rumanians in the mountains, despite 
resistance, have been pierced.

FLOUTS PROPOSAL 

London.—In_ discussing the German 
Droposal at a dinner of the Steel 
Smelters’ Association December 15, 
Arthur Henderson, member of the 
British War Council, without port- 
folio, said that the Government knew 
nothing concerning the text of the 
Proposals and that Germany’s mo- 
tives must remain a matter of specu- 
lation for the moment. 

“From past and recent events,” 
said Henderson, “we may anticipate 
without over assumption that any 
proposals Germany may put forward 
will not err on the side of mag- 
nanimity. They must be examined 
with the greatest ‘possible care. _ 

“We, of all people, must not forget 
that Germany was prepared for peace 
with this country as late as August, 
1914, but on what conditions? That 
we were. prepared to betray France 
and acquiesce in the violation of the 
neutrality of Belgium, which Ger- 
many, like ourselves, had on oath 
sworn to: maintain. 


DUTOH STILL FEAR 
HOLLAND WAR ENTRY 
London.—Premier Cort Van Der 
Linden, addressing the lower House 
of the Dutch parliament, December 14, 
said that the Dutch government still 
believes there is danger of Holland 
being dragged into the war.

He spoke, the correspondent re- 
lates, in words ‘‘most wrathful in 
contempt of that people in the east 
which had thought to stick a dagger 
in the back of our ally.” The judg- 
ment of God had fallen on them, 
the Emperor declared, in the cam- 
paign which had been conducted ac- 
cording to the brilliant plans of 
Field Marshal ven Hindenburg. The

RUSS VIEW PEACH 
PROPOSAL AS WEAKNESS 

London.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company from Petrograd 
says: “The Duma has unanimously 
passed a resolution against the ac- 
ceptance of the German peace propo- 
sals, after a spirited speech by the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs.” 

The text of the resolution as re- 
ceived here follows: 

“The Duma, having heard the 
statement by the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, unanimously favors a cate- 
gorical refusal by the allied govern- 
ments to enter, under present condi- 
tions, into any peace negotiations 
whatever. 

“It considers that the German pro- 
posals are nothing more than fresh 
Proof of the weakness of the enemy 
and a hypocritical act from which 
the énemy expects no real success, 
but by which it seeks to throw upon 
others the responsibility for the war 
and for what happened during it, 
and to exculpate itself before public 
opinion in Germany. 

“The Duma considers that a pre- 
mature peace would not only be a 
brief period of calm, but would in- 
volve the danger of another bloody 
war and a renewal of the deplorable 
sacrifices by the people. It considers 
that a lasting peace will be possible 
only after a decisive victory over the 
military powers of the enemy and 
after definite renunciation by Ger- 
many of the aspiration whieh renders 
her responsible for the world war and 
for the horrors by which it has been 
accompanied.” 


ENTENTE LOSSES OF WAR 
VESSELS ESTIMATED AT 192 

Berlin.—A summary of the total 
losses of the various entente navies 
in warships since the beginning of 
the hostilities, according to the, Ger- 
man figures, was given by the Over- 
seas News Agency December 15. This 
supplements the recent statement by 
this agency in which the aggregate 
losses were given as 192 vessels, in- 
cluding submarines, but excluding 
special types of ships and ayxiliary 
cruisers, the aggregate tonnage being 
given as 74,600 tons. The detailed 
losses as computed are: 

British warships—123, of a total 
of 563,200 tons. 

French—29, of 53,90u tons. 

Italian—20, of 68,000 tons. 

Russian—16, of 54,800 tons. 

Japanese—4, of 9100 tons. | 

The figures given are inclusive of 


the French battleship Suffren, re- 
cently reported lost. 


BULGARIAN KING TELLS ARMY 
LAST FOE IS. CONQUERED 

Amsterdam.—King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, according to a telegram re- 
ceived here December 14 from Sofia, 
has addressed this proclamation to 
the army: 

“For fifteen months you have been 
fighting to achieve the unity of the 
Bulgarian people. Thanks to your 
devotion to your King and your un- 
exampled valor, all the enemies who 
had stood in the way of our national 
unity have been conquered, and all 
Bulgarian lands are under protection 
of. the victorious Bulgarian armies.” 

The proclamation then says that 
the Bulgarians will continue the 
struggle pending receipt of the an- 
swer of the entente allies to the 
peace proposals of the central power 
group.

How Presidents of Past Enjoyed 
Christmas Holidays. 


No Celebration by John Quincy Adams 
Because He Regarded Religious 
Festival as a Foolish 
Extravagance. 


president of the United States 

who did not celebrate Christmas 
(because he regarded it as a foolish 
extravagance) was John Quincy Ad- 
ams, “the most economical man 
known in public life.” 

Mrs. John Adams, the wife of the 
second president of the United States, 
had a most discouraging time trying 
to make merry in the White House 
during the Christmas holidays. (She 
was the first wife of.a president to 
celebrate Christmas in the executive 
mansion in Washington, for the prest- 
dent and Mrs. Washington were al- 
ways at Mount Vernon for the holi- 
days.) She had no dominating sense 
of economy, but it was the White 
House itself that was shabby, and a 
Christmas reception given to the mem- 
bers of congress by the president 
proved, from her point of view, to be 
a ghastly failure. ; 

President Jefferson was a widower 
with four daughters, and during his 
second administration Martha, the eld- 
est, was the head of her father’s 
household, and made Christmas the 
happy and festive occasion it was de- 
signed to be from that time when the 
Star stood still above the manger in 
Bethlehem. , 

There were trees, and decorations, 
and all sorts of entertainments for the 
children of the official families, as well 
as gifts for the poor of the capital. 

Although the Madisons did not 
spend all of their Christmases in the 
White House, on account of the little 
historical interruption by the British, 
when they occupied other quarters for 
a time,-the brilliant Dolly managed a 
record for holiday hospitality and 
merrymaking that has never been sur- 
passed. 

When Andrew Jackson came to the 
White House he was bowed and bro- 
ken by the death of his wife and de- 
pressed by political animosities. He 
had neither heart nor the slightest in- 
clination for holiday celebrations, yet 
he pulled himself together at Christ- 
mas time, and saw to it that the day 
meant something happy to those in 
the White House. 

In the meantime the Monroe admin- 
istration was marked by nothing in 
the way of holiday celebrations be- 
yond what was conventionally pre- 
scribed, and after President Jackson's 
efforts at keeping the spirit of Christ- 
imas in spite of his own personal sor- 
rows, President Harrison did not live 


to see a Christmas in the White 
House. 
Mrs. Tyler lived to celebrate only 


A CCORDING to history the only 


one Christmas in the White House. 
After his second marriage the Tyler 
administration was noted for its bril- 
liant entertainments. Whether it was 
Christmas or any other time of the 
year, hospitalities were dispensed in 
the old Virginia style, and there was 
no stint of merrymaking at the White 
House. 

The Polk administration reverted to 
the grim and practical idea of John 
Quincy Adams. Perhaps it was not 
economy that changed the Christmas 
celebration at the White House; it is 
difficult to define the reason why Pres- 
ident Polk did not make the holidays 
a@ festive event in the executive,.man- 
sion; it may have been the tempera- 
ment of the chief executive; perhaps 
it was because Mrs. Polk did not be- 
Heve in the gay and festive way of 
celebrating the holidays, as, according 
to intimate history, she did not. 

President Zachary Taylor, brilliant 
figure in military history, who had no 
chance whatever in the social. history 
of the White House, because he died 
in ‘little more than a year after he 
had taken his seat as president of 
the United States, and spent only one 
Christmas in the White House, ‘be- 
queathed his administration to the 
Fillmores, people pitiably distin- 
guished by sorrow and in no way 
adapted to the social obligations of 
the great national responsibility of 
sustaining the political and social ob- 
ligations of the White House. 

“Shortly after becoming president,” 
someone writes of President Fillmore, 
“his wife died, and a year later a 
daughter, an only child, passed to the 
great eternity.” : 


May each Christmas, as it 
comes, find us more and more 
like him who, as at this time, 
became a little child for our 
sake, more simple-minded, more 
humble, more holy, more affec- 
tionate, more resigned, more 
happy, more full of God.—J. H.

Lot of the Poor Peasant 
~ {In Roumania Is Hard One 


From time to time, since 1840, the 
Roumanian government has divided 
the land among the peasants. This 
land, then, must remain in the family. 
As families increase, however, this 
patrimony becomes less and less suffi- 
cient for the clan, and there is noth- 
ing ieft for some of them to do but to 
take service out. That is putting one- 
self in the hands of the manor-lord or 
his steward. The usual method is to 
assign the peasint a section of the 
manorial lands, to be tilled by himself 
and his family and oxen on “halves” 
of the crop. Over 70 per cenit of the 
people are illiterate, however, owing 
to laxity in the enforcement of the 
compulsory school laws; and so it re- 
quires no very great degree to fleece 
them out of their proper shares. 

Should the man complain, no work 
will be given him the next year; and 
in some of the villages round Gradobor 
one sees peasants, half-starved, lolling 
in the little inns and gossiping, not be- 
cause unwilling to work, but because 
there is absolutely nothing for them 
to do; and they have no money to emi- 
grate elsewhere. 

On what the peasant does get, more- 
over, the taxes are exorbitant. A vil- 
lage mayor- receives a salary of but 
$42 a year in order that he may be 
forced to live from one-tenth of the 
tax yield of his commune, and so see 
to it that everything is actually listed. 
So where a peasant has managed to 
scrape together something, it means 
for him an additional tax.—Christian 
Herald.

Interstate Commerce Commission,

i causes of advancing cost of living 
but reports will not reveal real 
| causes. 

| In late campaigns all parties 
promised higher wages for labor 
and higher prices for products of 
the farm. 

High prices for necessities of 
existence, such as flour, meat, eggs, 
butter, and wool are promised the 
farmers. 

Higher wages for labor are prom- 
ised by politicians and labor leaders 
and produce high-priced coal and 
other products. 

Manufacturers, railroads, bank- 
ers, wholesale and retail dealers, 
and middlemen generally add their 
profits and margins and Mr. Con- 
sumer pays the bill. But Mr. Con- 
sumer and wage earners are often 
| producers who get high prices and 
| wages. 
One congressman asks that salar-

ten to twenty percent. 

The net result will be demands 
for larger appropriations for many 
of the departments and probably a 
lot of new commissions.

Politicians Raise Awful Holler 


President Thelan or the National 
Association of Railway Commissions 
gives the information that railroads 
are scared and are trying to ruin 
their own credit by their claims 
that regulation by 49 different state 
commissions is crippling power. 

Mr. Thelen said, ‘‘the railroads 
are in a hysteria of pessimism.”’

Legislative Program of Railroads. 


Froman authoritative source is ob- 
tained the following outline of the leg- 
Islative program }which the ratlroads 
will ask the committee to consider in 
its investigation: They will endeavor 
to demonstrate to the commission that 
one of the principal defects in the pres- 
ent system of railroad regulation is 
the lack of coordination resulting from 
the simultaneous and conflicting regu- 
lation by the feleral government and 
by the 48 states. They will, therefore, 
ask that eutire governmental control 
of the rates and practices of“interstate 
carriers, except putely local matters, 
be placed in the hagds of a federal] 
body so that tntorstate tfaffic may. be 
regulated” withont’ reference to state 
lines, leaving to the state Commissions 
Jurisdiction only over local matters and 
local public utilicies.{ As a part of this 
plan, a compulsury system of federal 
incorporation is to be recommended, 
accompanied by federal supervision of 
railroad stock and bond jssues. 

A reorganization;of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be asked, 
in order to enable the commission prop- 
erly to exercise its {nereased powers. 
It {x also proposed ‘that the preparation 
and prosecution of cases against the 
railroads shall be delegated to some 
other agency of the government, possi- 
| bly the Departmentjof Justice, so that 
the commission may devote its ener- 
gies to its administrative functions. 

With the commission ‘thus relieved 
of some of its present duties and equip- 
ped to handle {ts business more prompt- 
ly. the railroads will urge that the pe- 
riod curing which the commission may 
now suspend proposed increases in 
rates be reduced from ten months to 
60 days, with provision for reparation 
to be paid to the shippers if the ad- 
vance shal! be declared unreasonable. 

They wil) also ask that the -commis- 
sion be given the pewer to prescribe 
minimum as well as maximum rates 
so that in meeting complaints of dis- 
crimination the commission may order 
the advance of a rate which it consid- 
ers too low. 

One of the most important recom- 
{mendations for ~»vhich the railroads 
will ask favorable consideration 1s 
that the cummission be specifically 
authorized to take into account in 
rate regulation the effect of rates 
upon total earnings in the light of ex- 
penses. 

While the Newlands Committee is 
required, under the resolution creat- 
ing it, to submit a report by January 
2 next, it Is not anticipated that the 
Committee will have come anywhere 
bear completing its laliors then.
